America and the League. 


President Wilson arrived in Boston on 
Monday, and delivered an important 
speech to an audience of about 8,000 
people. After an absence of two months 
in Europe he addresses himself to the task 
of winning his own country’s support 
for the League of Nations. It was 
anticipated that American public opinion 
might not be unanimous in its enthusiasm 
for the League, and the President’s speech 
shows clearly that he does not under- 
estimate the difficulties which await him. 
On March 4th he is to open Congress, and 
recent speeches made .by prominent 
members of that body show that the 
League of Nations will be subjected to con- 
siderable criticism before he can return to 
Europe with a mahdate for his policy in 
his pocket. The Democratic Party has lost 
ground of late, and the President must 
now face a Congress of which both 
Houses show a majority in favour of his 
political opponents. In the House of Re- 
presentatives there will be 239 Repub- 
licans opposed to 193 Democrats, and in 
the’ Senate Mr. Wilson’s party will have 
47 supporters as against 49 Republicans. 
The President's opponents are mainly in- 
terested in the next Presidential election, 
to be held two years hence, and there is 
no doubt that they will seize the oppor- 
tunity which has arisen in connection with 
the Peace Conference to try to discredit 
him in the eyes of the American public. 
If he is able to establish his case and to 
gain the confidence of the country in his 
policy, the Republican Party will lose 
prestige and the Democrats will register a 
very important victory. It seems certain, 
therefore, that a duel is about to 
take place between Mr. Wilson, on the one 
hand, and an extremely powerful political 
organisation on the other. The ‘chief 
weapons at the disposal of the Repub- 
licans are the Monroe Doctrine and the 
considerable anti-British elements in the 
United States, while the President must 
rely upon his personal popularity and the 
confidence which he undoubtedly has in the 
efficacy of his scheme for the regeneration 
of mankind. 

Mr. Wilson’s speech is marked by a 
lively appreciation of the difficulties 
which confront him. It is a strong appeal 
to the American people to support the 
attitude which he has adopted towards the 
European situation. It emphasises the 
duties and responsibilities which the 
United States have incurred by their par- 
ticipation in the war. The President is

part or lot in the wonderful achievement of 
Jast year ; yet.nobody. has been more lavish 
in his praise of his comrades in ‘arms than 
President Wilson himself. America was, 
doubtless, an enormous help, but she 


hardly- turned the whole tide-ef battle. 
Again, it is obviously an exaggeration. to. 


suggest that, should America decline to 
lend her support to the League of Nations 
and retire into the shell of the Monroe 
Doctrine, the new nations of the world 
would be left “without a disinterested 
friend.’’ Surely, Mr. Wilson does not 
mean this? The attitude of Great Britain 
towards Poland, for instance, has been of 
a purely disinterested nature, and the 
Poles have had no stauncher champions 
than our representatives in Paris, in their 
desire to establish themselves as a free 
and independent people. It 1s necessary 
that the American people should realise the 
part that they have played in the triumph 
of right over wrong, so that they may 
have a better idea of the responsibilities 
which victory carries in its train; but it 
does not seem fair that Europe should 
be left altogether out of account. After 
all, there is some sincerity and some 
altruism in the Old World. 

It would be impossible to foretell the 
results of Mr, Wilson’s campaign in 
America ; it would be difficult to express 
an opinion on the merits of either -case. 
The President is quite sincere in his belief 


that the League of Nations is' the only | 


remedy for the sufferings of the world ; 
many of his opponents quite honestly feel 
that it is not only premature, but im- 
practicable. America already has thrown 
the Monroe Doctrine overboard, and one 
feels that an attempt at its salvage cannot 
be: separated from domestic politics. 
Whether the League of Nations is the best 
possible scheme ér not—and there are 
divergencies of opinion on this point even 
in Europe—it is at least the result of a 
sincere endeavour, and should be given a 
fair chance to prove its worth. Purely 
national interests should not be placed as 
obstacies in its way, and, above all, poli- 
tical differences should be banished from 
its presence. To win the peace will be 
just as difficult as thé winning of the war, 
and America owes it to humanity to do 
her utmost to hasten a successful con- 
clusion. Insistence - upon. the , Monroe 
Doctrine will not do this. There is no 
doubt that Europe is looking across the 
Atlantic. for help in the éask of 
creating a new world. The whole structure 
of old-world international organisation is 
lying in ruins, and America has played a 
large part in its destruction. Is she going 
tc refuse her help in the werk of renova: 
tion? That is the question which Presi- 
dent Wilson is asking his people. It may 
be: difficult, perhaps even impossible, to 
create a new international psychology. 
Human nature may defy all the ideals of a 
League of Nations, and envy, intrigue, and 
suspicion may continue to be. the deter- 
mining factors in ‘ifternational affairs. 
Ba this as it may, however, there is en- 
couragement in the fact that President 
Wilson believes in the possibility of uni- 
versal brotherhood, and the idea is so 
sublime that it should not be ruthlessly 
rejected because it may interfere with this 
or that national privilege. America is 
being called upon to decide the fate of the 
new-born League of Nations. It rests with 
her whether it is to live or die. 


Fighting the Epidemic. 


The Dublin Corporation decided yester- 
day that all cases of influenza-pneumonia 
which occur in the city must be reported to 
the Public Health Department. That is as 
it should be. Until to-day the Public Health 
authorities were virtually helpless specta- 
tors of the ravages of the disease. They 
had no power to. compel the public to 
take the most elementary precautions 
against infection. Their function was re- 
stricted to giving advice and hoping that 
it would be followed. Now, however, they 
are in a position to compel the isolation 
of patients and to take the necessary 


measures to see that the houses of persons | 


attacked by the malady are thoroughly 
disinfected. They can, if they think it 
desirable, order the removal of a patient 
to hespital. This matter seems to have 
perturbed several. members of the Cor- 
poration. One of them declared that it 
might mean “a great deal of expense and 
trouble,” and “great hardship ” to poor 
families whose home consists of a single 
room. There is nothing in the point. 
Obviously it would be impossible to make 
proper provision for the treatment of a 
patient in such surroundings, and the only 
course for the authorities would be 
to. insist upon his removal to hospital. 
Criticism of the medical profession’s sug- 
gestion that places of amusement, should 
be closed and that dances should not be 
held while the epidemic lasts is keen and 
vehement in certain quarters. Evidently 
the critics fail to appreciate the gravity of 
the situation. Do they realise that ‘the 
death-rate from the disease is increasing 
steadily, and that crowded assemblies are 
one of the most prolific sources of con- 
tagion? The doctors who made the re- 
commendation are not’ “kill-joys,”’ and 
have not the slightest desire to injure any 
business. They are concerned solely with 
the question of safeguarding the public 
health, and they believe that the step they 
advocate is necessary to that end. They 
constitute the responsible authority, and 
their advice should not be disregarded 
lightly. Their proposal is not nearly so 
drastic-as the measures which. have been 
adopted elsewhere. In the Isle of Man, 
for instance, the Governor has issued an 
order prohibiting all indoor gatherings, 
and not only have the performances in 
theatres and picture-houses been banned, 
but the churches and schools have been 
closed. Similar action has been taken in 
Jersey: - The question whether national 
measures should be taken to fight the in- 
fluenza scourge was discussed in the House 
of Commons on. Monday -evening. The 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Bnglish 
Local Government Board expressed the 
opinion that notification of all cases would 
not be an effective method of controlling 


the spread of the disease, and that any 


advantage obtained would be outweighed’ by 
the additional burden placed on medical 


men. He approved of the compulsory 
‘notification of influenza-pneumonia:

‘The Guards’ Return. 


"The 2nd Battalion of the Grenadier 


Guards arrived in London yesterday from 
the Continent. It will be followed during 
the next three weeks by all the other 
battalions of the Guards. Division. They 
will be disposed in their home stations 
in England, where, as the War Office 
announces, “suitable receptions of a 
local and regimental character’’ will be 
arranged for them. On Saturday, March 
22nd, the Household Cavalry and the 
Guards Division will make their formal 
entry into London on return from the war. 


It is announced that a Saturday afternoon 


has been specially chosen so that all 
London may be able to welcome “ these 
famous troops after their memorable and 
unsurpassed achievements.” | The public 
welcome. will be shated by the Irish 
Guards, who have contributed their full 
proportion of glory to the Division's 
splendid record. The Ist Battalion of 
this great Irish regiment has been in the 
thick of the fray since August, 1914. Its 
dauntless valour shone on a hundred 
fields, and humbled, wherever they were 
in ‘conflict, the boasted might of the 
Prussian Guard. The 2nd Battalion 
maintained the regiment's proud tradi- 
tion, and was one of the first 
battalions to carry the British flag 
across the German frontier. Recruiting 
for the Irish Guards was satisfactory until 
the last year of the war, and it 1s pro 
bable that its proportion of Irishmen 1s 
larger at this moment than that of any 
other Irish regiment. The Irish Guards 
will be the first Irish regiment to return 
from the war, and, although London 1s 
their '““chome station,” loyal Irishmen will 
be a little jealous that London, not Ire 
land, should have the privilege of the first 
greeting. Dublin will have its turn, how- 
ever, when its own gallant Fusiliers come 
home later in the year, and Belfast will 
give a royal reception to the remnant of 
the 36th’ Division. Even in London, we 
may hope, the Irish Guards will discover 
on March 22nd that Ireland has not for- 
gotten them. The Irish in London should 
be able to organise a fine welcome for the 
regiment, and surely the Irish in Ireland 
will send it a message of pride and grati- 
tude. We must not leave to a saner 
posterity the whole duty of acknowledging 
Ireland’s eternal debt to the Irish soldiers

Much interest is taken in the change in 
the editorship of The Times. Mr. Geoffrey 
Dawson, the retiring editor, is not “very 
well known in newspaper circles, his.

SINN FEIN AND THE NATIONS. 


The Political Correspondent of The Times 
telegraphs from Paris:—The Irish proclamation 
to the nations of the world, sent to the Cenfer- 
ence delegates by the Sinn Fein envoy, declares, 
among other, things, that Ireland is the interna- 
tional gateway of the Atlantic, the point upon 
which converge all the great trade routes be- 
tween East and West.

WATERFORD PEERAGE CASE. 


SOLICITOR’S CLAIM AGAINST A LADY. 

There was an echo of the famous claim to the 
Waterford Estates by the market gardener, 
George Tooth, in the King’s Bench Division, 
London, yesterday, when an action was com- 
menced before Mr. Justice Avory, in which the 
plaintiff, Mr. Francis H. Adams, a London golici- 
tor, sued Mrs. Beatrice Ettie de Jersey Torr, the 
widow of a former Recorder of Hastings, to re- 
cover the balance of a bill of costs for preferen- 
tial services rendered. 


Mr. R. F. Colam, K.C., who represented Mr. : 


Adams, said that Mrs. Torr appeared to have 
taken a great interest in the claim of George 
Tooth, who called Limself the Marquis of Water- 
ford. She spent a lot of time in getting up 
evidence, wrote a pamphlet in support of his 
case, and eventually advertised for a solicitor. 
The advertisement was answered by the plain- 
tiff, Mr. Adams, and Mrs. Torr told him ail 
about the case, and the evidence that she had 
obtained, and asked him if he would undertake 
the work for her. She later instructed him to 
take the opinion of counsel, and she saw him 
(Mr. Colam) with Mr. Adams. The question in 
the present claim was whether Mrs. Torr was 
responsible to Mr. Adams for the money that. he 
had expended on her personal instructions. The 
plaintiff had received some £1,200, but his bill 
amounted to £1,664. The defence to the action 
was that the defendant nevér retaimed Mr. 
Adams at all, and that he had atted all the time 
for the claimant. . 
Mr. Adams gave evidence in support of his 
claim, and said that his bil] included an item of 
600 guineas for preparing the brief for counsel.

commercial and economic coriditions that have 
been established by the great world-war through 
which we have gone: and I have been struck 
by the moderateness of those who have repre- 
sented their national! claims. I can testify that 
I have nowhere seen a gleam of passion. Í 
have seen earnestness, I- have seen tears come 
to the eyes of men who pleaded for the down- 
trodden people whom they were privileged to 
speak for, but they were not tears of anger; 
they were tears of ardent hope, and I do not see 
how any man can fail to have been subdued by 
this feeling: that he was not there to assert any 
individual judgment of his own, but to try to 
assist the cause of humanity. And in the midst 
of it all every interest séeks out, first of all, 
when it reaches Paris, the representatives of the 
United States.

They do not resort to one another for 
a dispassionate view of matters in controversy. 
They resort to that Nation which has now the 
enviable distinetion of being regarded as the 
friend of mankind.

EUROPE’S BELIEF IN AMERICA, 


Everybody praises the American soldier with 
the feeling that in praising him he is subtract- 
‘ing from the credit of no one else. I have been 
searching for the fundamental] fact that. con- 
verted Europe to believe in us. Before this war 
Burope did not believe in us as she does now. She 
did not believe in us throughout the first three 
years of the war. She seems really to have be- 
lieved we were holding off because we thought 
we could make more by staying out than by 
going in, and all of a sudden, in a shart 
eighteen months, the whole verdict is ‘reversed. 
There can be but one explanation for it. They 
saw what we did; that without making a single 
claim we put all our means ‘at the d l of 
those who were fighting. not énly for their homes. 
in the first inetance, but for the cause of human 
right and justice, and that we went in, not to 
support their national  claime, but _to support 
the great cause which they held in common, 
and when they saw that America not only held 
ideals, but acted ideals, they were converted to 
America, aud became firm ‘parjisans of those 
ideals. I met a group of scholars when I was 
in Paris—some tlemen from one of the 
Greek Universities who had co ní t 466 me— 
in whose presence, OF rather inthe presence of 
whose traditions of learnin I felt rf Em 
indeed, and I told them that 1 had one 
of the delightful revenges that sometimes come 


to man. | 
A SWEET REVENGE. 
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head until they came to realise these things, 
feeling that they were fighting for men’s lives 
and their country; and when these accounts of 
what it was all about reached them from 
America, they lifted their heads, they raised 
their eyes to heaven. Then men saw men in 
khaki coming across the sea in the spirit, of the 
Crusaders, and they found that these were 
stranger men—reckless of danger not only, but 
reckless because they seemed tó see something 
that made that danger worth while. Men have 
testified to me in Europe that our men were 
possessed by something that they could only call 
religious fervour. They were not like any of the 
other soldiers; they had a _ vision, they 
had a dream, and they were fighting in a dream, 
and, fighting in a dream, they turned the whole 
tide of the battle. and it never came back. And 
now, do you realise that this confidence we have 
established throughout the world imposes a 
burden upon us?—if you choose to call it a 
burden. It ig one of those burdens which any 
nation ought to be proud to carry. Any man 
who resists the present tides that run in the 
world will find himself thrown upon a shore 
s> high and barren that it will seem as if he 
had been separated from his human kind for 
ever. 
EUROPE FULL OF HOPE. 

The Europe that I left the other day wae full 
of something that it had never felt fill its heart 
so full before. It was full of hope. The Europe 
of the second year of war, the Europe of the 
third year of war was sinking to a «ort of 
stubborn desperation. It did not see any great 
thing to be achieved even when the war should 
be won. They hoped there would be some sal- 
vage, they hoped they could clear through the 
territories of the invading armies, they hoped 
they could set up their‘ homes and start their 
industries afresh; but they thought it would 
simply be a resumption of the old life that 
Europe had led—led in fear, led in anxiety, led 
in constant suspicious watchfulness. They never 
dreamed that it would be a Europe of a settled 
peace and justified hope. And now these ideals 
have wrought this new magic that all the peoples 
of Europe are buoyed up with and confident 


when nations. will understand one another, 
when the nations will support one anotlier in 
every just cause, when the nations will unite | 
every moral and every physical strength to see 
that right shai) prevail. 
WHAT FAILURE WOULD MEAN. 
If America were at this juncture to fail the 
world what would come of it? I do not mean 
any disrespect to any other great people when 
I say that America is the hope of the world, and 
if she does not justify that hope the results 
are unthinkable. Men will be thrown back 
intment, not only, 
but the bitterness, of despair. All, nations will 
be set up as hostile come again. The men at 
the Peace Conference will go home With their 
heads upon their breasts, knowing that they 
have failed, for they were bidden not to come 
home from there until they did something more 
than sign the Treaty of Peace. Suppose we 
sign the Treaty of Peace, and. that it is the 
most satisfactory Treaty of Peace that the con- 
fusing elements of the modern world will afford, 
and go home, and think about our labours, we 
will Caw that we have left written upon the 
historic table of Versailles, — which Ver- 
gennes and Benjamin Franklin wrote their 
names, nothing but modern scrap paper; no 
nations united to defend it, no great forces com- 
bined to make it good, no assurance given to 
the downtrodden and fearful people of the 
world that they shall be safe. Any man who 
thinks America will take part in giving the 
world any such rebuff and disappointment as 
that, does not know America. I invite him to 
test the sentiments of the nation. 


TO MAKE MEN FREE. 

We set this nation up to make men free, and 
we did not confine our conception and og 085 
to America. And now we will make men free. 
If we did not do that, all the fame -of. America 
would be gone, all her power would be dissi- 

ated. She would then have to keep her power 
bor those narrow, selfish, provincial purposes 
which seem so dear to some minds that have 
no sweep beyond the nearest horizon. I should 
welcorfie no sweeter challenge than that. I 
have fighting blood in me, and it is sometimes 
a delight to let it have scope. But if it is a 
challenge on this occasion it will be an indul- 

ence. Think of the picture, think of the utter 
arkness that would fall on the world! America 
has failed! America made a little essay at 
generosity, and then withdrew! America said: 
‘We are your friends ” ; but it was only for 
to-day, not for to-morrow. America said: 
“ Here is our power to vindicate right,” and 
then, next day, said: “ Let right take care of 
itself, and we will take care of ourselves.” 
America said: “ We set up a light to lead men 
along paths of liberty, but we have lowered 
it; it is intended only to light our own paths. 
We set up the great ideal of liberty, and then 
we said, ‘ Liberty is a thing that you must win 
for yourself—do not call upon us.’ ”’

Writing with reference to the statement by 
the Irish Food Control Committee on the price 
of meat, Mr. W. P. Delany, T.C., J.P., air- 
man of the Dublin Markete Committee, says that 
any scale of retail prices must be based on the 
English scale of live weight prices.
